UNCLE SAM’S ARMY. 


Well Clothed and the Cavalry Well 
Mounted—New Buildings. 

(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 16.—The annual 
report of the quartermaster-general of 
the army shows that during the year 
he army was liberally and promptly 
supplied with all mecessary articles of 
clothing and equipage of satisfactory 
quality. The cavalry mount of today 
excels that of any previous time, and 
is superior to that of foreign armies. 
The average cost per head was $95.44 
for cavalry @iorses, and $148.04 for ar- 
tillery horses. Owing to the creditable 
reduction in the allowance for draft 
and pack animals, made possible by 
the cessation of Indian wars on the Rio 
Grande, a large saving has been made 
in the appropriation for stock. 

The principal allotments for the con- 
struction of new buildings at posts 
were as follows: Fort Crook, Neb., $7,- 
058; Presidio, San Francisco, $34,941; 
Fort Meyer, Va, $45,600; Little Rock, 
Ark., $116,600; Fort Bliss, Tex., $9,000; 
Fort Sheridan, $11,579.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 16.—The Post- 
office Department has compiled the re- 
ceipts of thirty leading cities of the 
United States for the third quarter of 
the year 1895, and a most gratifying 
increase is shown. The total receipts

BAYARD’S NOTE. 


He Gives the American Side of the 
Venezuela Question. 
(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 
LONDON, Oct. 16.—(By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.) A representative of the Associated 
Press has obtained from. the best 
source the following statement as to 
the state of Venezuela. United States 
Ambassador Bayard presented a long 
note to the Marquis of Salisbury on the 
Venezuelan question some weeks ago, 
stating at length the views of the 
United States government, and the 
rules and policy which guide it.on such 
‘questions arising between European 
governments and one of the American 
republics. Up to the present time no 
reply has been given, and since it ad- 
vances a doctrine of such great import- 
ance and wide application, the matter 
will engage the serious attention of the 
British government for some time. 

THE INDIANS TOLD IT. 

NEW YORK, Oct. 16.—A special to |

A Sensational’ Cablegram from 
Col. Coekerill, 
Prooth ‘That. the 
Japanese Minister Was 
in the Plot. 


Usurper Tai Won Kun Issues a 
Prociamation Saying He is in 
the Palnce for Peace—Arrests 
of More Soshi. 


(BY TELEGRAPH TO THE TIMES.) 

NEW YORK, Oct. \16.—(Special Dis- 
patch.) Col. Cockerill cables the fol- 
lowing from Seoul, Korea, to the Her- 
ald: 

“The Crown Prince, who was with the 
Queen when she Was murdered, has 
secretly sent from the palace a state- 
ment giving a description of the assas- 
sins, by which they are identified as 
Japanese. I have personal assurance 
from the Japanese government that 
every guilty person will be punished, 
The plot originated with disgraced 
Korean officials, who employed Japan- 
ese soshi and corrupted the Japanese 
troops. 

“I have the-statement of the colonel 
of the palace bo@y-guards, who saw the 
Japanese assassins enter the, Queen's 
apartment with swords. He after- 
ward saw them the body. 
Proofs are said to exf™t connecting the 
Japanese: minister with the plot. 

“Procurator Kamura and a commis- 
sion have afrived from Japan to inves- 
tigate the outbreak; There have been 
more arrests of Japanese soshi. Jap- 
anese have been forbidden to come to 
Korea without consent of the Japanese 
authorities. The wusurper, Tai Won 
Kun, issues @ proclamation saying that 
he is in the palace to secure peace. The 
Cabinet is not recognized and is falling 
to pleces. Six official refugees are in 
the United States legation. Flagship 
Baltimore is coming, to Chemulpo and 
the Russian fleet’ is expected.” 

The New York Herald says: 

“Japan’s presemt Minister to Korea, 
of whose connection with the plot to 
assassinate the nh, proofs arc. said 
to exist, is nit Phe 
tinguished dfplomatist of the Ieland 
Kingdom, who was selected for this 
post because Japan foresaw that Korea 
would be a danger spot, and desired 
to have as her representative an official 
of recognized ability and shrewdness. 
The Count is 59 years old, of polished 
address and pleasing countenance. He 
succeeded Otori as Korean Minister in 
the spring of this year, and returned to 
Tokio on leave of absence in June, 
reaching Seoul upon his return to his 
post of duty in July. 

“Col. Cockerill met Inouye some 
months ago,,and his closing ‘words 
about the latter were prophetic. He 
said: ‘The Count has made formal 
complaint of the rudeness of the Jap- 
anese toward Koreans and the rascal- 
ities of Japanese adventurers’ now 
flocking to Korea for speculative pur- 
poses. Many of these have been cheat- 
ing and lying to the Koreans, thereby 


bringing discredit upon Japan. He in- 


sists that his government must take 
steps at once to repress these cormor- 
ants, otherwise every particle of re- 
spect for Japan will be crushed out in 
Korea.’ 

THE QUEEN’S BODY FOUND. 

YOKOHAMA; Oct. 16—A dispatch 
from Seoul says that the body of the 
murdered Queen of Korea has been 
found. 

IRISH HOME RULE. 
Archbishop Walsh Suggests a Great 
National Convention. 

MEGCLAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.» 

TORONTO (Ont.,) Oct. 16.—Arch- 
bishop Walsh, who recently returned 
from Ireland, has addressed Edward 
Blake, M.P., for South Tyrone,a letter 
on the question of Irish home rule. 
After saying that sectional strife has 
gone too far and that no good can be 
accomplished within present party 
lines, he continues: re 

“My suggestion is this: Let a great 
national convention be held in Dub- 
lin, composed of chosen representatives 
of the clergy and of the people of Ire- 
land and of an advisory representa- 
tion of the Irish race abroad. In the 
convention let Ireland speak out her 
mind. Let her point out and uphold 
the parliamentary representatives 
whose methods and conduct she ap- 
proves, and let her mark out and ccn- 
demn those whose intolerance of con- 
trol and personal jealousies and’ ani- 
mosities have done so much to. break 
the unity and waste the strength of 
the national party.” 

The significance of ‘Archbishop 
Walsh’s letter arises from the belief 
that it was directly inspired,-if not 
written, by Justin McCarthy. 


SEA MARSHES SINKING. 


The Result of an Experiment at the 
Mouth of the Mississippi. 
MEGULAL ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT 
‘NEW ORLEANS, Oct: 16.—Maj. 
Quinn, United States Engineer, in 
charge of the lighthouses of this dis- 
trict, has just returned from Port Eads 
and the jetties. He ‘insists, after a 
most careful examination, that. the 
lower delta and the sea marshes along 
the Gulf of Mexico are slowly sinking. 
For more than a year experiments 
with the tide gauges have been in 
progress at the mouth of the Missis-. 
sippi River, and as a result Maj. 
Quinn has reaehed the conclusion that 
the level of the Gulf has been raised 
one foot since 1877. This the major at- 
tributed to a gradual though irregular 
subsidence of land along the coast 
and he believes throughout the Misis- 
sippi delta, New Orleans and the

HORRIBLY MUTILATED. 


FEARFUL TORTURE OF THE RAPE- 
FIEND ELLIS. 


His Ears and Fingers and Other Por- 
tions of His Body Cut Off—Saved 
from Burning Only to be Strung 
Up—His Head Will be Sent to His 
Victim. 


(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 

MEMPHIS (Tenn.,) Oct. 16.—Jefferson 
Ellis, the Fayette county rapist, was 
strung to a telegraph pole at 1:40 o'clock 
this morning by 350 men, within two 
hundred yards of the scene of his crime. 
Before hanging the negro, the mob cut 
off both his ears and all of his fingers, 
and mutilated him in a horrible and 
unmerciful manner. 

The mob with their prisoner reached 
the home of his victim, Miss Prater, 
soon after midnight. As soon as this 
was done, an armed squad of men took 
Ellis from Constable Farrow and 
started with him for the pike, where 
the public road crossed the Louisville 
and Nashville Railroad. Here there is 
also a telegraph road. A big fire had 
been built at the place, and around it 
the mob gathered in a circle. The hand- 
cuffed negro was on his knees before 
the fire. The leaders of the mob: told 
Ellis to pray, but he only looked at 
them in a stupid manner. Being told 
that he was about to die he raised his 
voice in a negro hymn, and by the time 
he had finished the mob was looking 
ugly. The fiercer element were in com- 
plete control. Cries of “burn him” 
were heard on all sides. This fearful 
fate would probably have been fortu- 
nate for the negro as subsequent events 
proved. 

Amid the shouts of the mob a man 
jumped to the negro’s side with a drawn 
knife in \his hands. 

“Cut off his ears,” they cried. 

“Give me a finger,”’ shouted one man. 

“T want a thumb,” cried another. 

The better element in the crowd drew 
off at this time, and said they were not 
in favor of doing anything but hanging 
the negro. Their protests were not no- 
ticed. Being urged on by the fiercest 
in the crowd, the man with the knife 
cut off the negro’s right ear and held 
up the bloody trophy in full view of the 
crowd. 

The negro screamed from his torture, 
but his other ear was'‘cut off a few min- 
utes later. The mob became madder at 
the sight of this work, and those who 
were mutilating the negro found ample 
encouragement. They next cut off his 
fingers, and, tearing away part of his 
clothes, they mutilated him in a hor- 
rible manner, and then hanged him. 

It was fully thirty-five minutes afier 
the torture began when the rove was 
put around the negro’s neck. The tel- 
egraph pole was seventy-five feet away. 
The free end of the rope was taken by 
a man who climbed the telexrainh rele 
and threw it over the cross-arm. The 
crowd jerked the negro to the foot of 
the pole and while the mob shouted. the 
bleeding and mutilated form was 
swung to the cross-arm. The negro was 
lowered to the ground later and the 
head cut from the body with puocket- 
knives. A noose was then put over the 
feet and the headless body was avain 
swung up. It is intended to send the 
heal to the family of the little girl 
whom the negro attempted to asaault 
on Saturday in Mississippi. A placard 
was put on the negro’s body hearing 
the words: “Death to the man who cuts 
him down before 6:30 o’clock this even- 
ing.”

THE INDIANA. 


A Good Showing Made on the Battle- 
ship’s Official Trial. 


BOSTON, Oct. 16~—The battle-ship 
Indiana, which left Cramps’ shipyard 
on Saturday for an offictal trip, drop- 
ped anchor off Boston Light last night. 
From the southeast end of the light- 
ship off the New Jersey coast to New 
South Shoals, Mass., the ship averaged 
twelve and a half knots an hour with 
a head sea running. No attempt was 
made to approach the speed limit of 
fifteen knots an hour; but the engines 
and boilers were found to be in first- 
class condition, the average number of 
revolutions being 120 per minute, with 
horse-power development of 8500 

Commodore Selfridge, after reading

THE NEW GUNBOATS. 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 16.—Secretary 
Herbert has taken under considera- 
tion the report of the Board of Naval 
Bureaw Chiefs on the proposals sub- 
mitted for building six light-draught 
gunboats. The board recommends the 
award of two twin-screw boats to 
the Detroit Drydock Company, and of 
one single-screw boat to the Union 
Iron Works of San Francisco. The re- 
maining three single-screw boats are 
to be awarded, ene each, to the Bath 
Iron Works of Maine, Lewis Nixon of 
Elizabeth, N. J., and the Dialogue 
Works of Camden, provided that they 
amend their plans to comply with the 
department's requirements. 
On the run up the course the average 
speed was 15.31 Knots for two hours. 
The course measures 31 knots, and is 
marked by six big black buoys placed 
6.2 knots apart. The best speed reached 
today was between the third and fourth 
buoys, the average for the distance be- 
ing 15.75 Knots. Boilers, engines and 
everything about the ship showed to 
such advantage on the run up that it 
was not deemed necessary to speed her 
on the return trip, and she was jogged 
back over the course at an average 
speeds of 13 knots.

CONSTANTINOPLE, October’ 16.— 
(By Atlantic Cable.) Said Pasha has 
accepted the scheme for reform in 
Armenia drawn up by Great Bri- 
tain, France and Russia, and it 
now awaits the signature of the Sul- 
tan. The scheme is almost identical 
with the proposals of last May, which, 
in substance, were that the governors 
and vice-governors of Van, Ezeroum, 
Sivas, Bitlis, Khartoum and _  Trebi- 
zond be Christian or Musselmans, ac- 
cording to the inclination of the popu- 
lations, but either the governor or the 
vice-governor is to be a Christian, and 
the appointments are to be confirmed 
by -the powers. Local and not State 
officials are to collect taxes, and 
enough money is to be retained before 
it is forwarded to Constantinople to 
pay the expenses of the local admin- 
istration. 

Complete changes will be made in the 

judicial system; torture will be abol- 
ished and prisoners will be under sur- 
veillance. The police will be composed 
of Christians and Turks equally, and 
the laws against compulsory conver- 
sions to Islamism will be strictly en- 
forced. The ambassadors of the pow- 
ers expect the,whole question to be 
finally settled during the week by the 
promulgation of an imperial decree. 
Contrary to general expectation, the 
high commissioner charged with the 
execution of this scheme of reform 
will be .a Christian. This. was the 
hardest pill for the Porte to swallow, 
and for a long time it threatened to 
bring about the most serious complica- 
tions. 
A Russian warship has arrived here.

MOLLIE COE’S TRAGEDY. 


The Daughter of Wealthy Parents 
Dying in Disgrace. 
(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 

SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 16.—Do not 
let me die, doctor; for God’s sake keep 


me alive until my dear old father ar- 
rives,”’ 


Thus tearfully spoke Mollie Coe, a 
beautiful woman of 22 years, in the 
Receiving Hospital this evening. Realiz- 
ing that dissolution was not far off, 
the unfortunate pleaded with Police 
Surgeon Weil to preservé the vital 
spark until her parent, who is a mil- 
lionaire of Hood River, Or., reached her 
bedside. 

About a week ago Miss Coe was 
taken to the Receiving Hospital from 
a -house at No. 17 Polk sireet. 
She was delivered of a’ child the fol- 
lowing day and since then has been 
hovering between life and death. She 
steadfastly refused to tell the story of 
her downfall; but requested that her 
father be notified of her sad condition. 

Last evening the following dispatch 
was received by Police Surgeon Weil 
in answer to a communication sent to 
the girl's. father: “Do everything posgsi- 
ble; spare no expense. Will come as 
soon as possible. 

(Signed) “HENRY COE.” 

Almost an hour later another dis- 
patch was received from Coe, stating 
that he was unavoidably detained, and 
would leave tomorrow night. “Save 
Mollie’s life if you can,” the dispatch 
concluded. “Wire me if she grows 
worse.” Shortly after the telegrams 
were received, an elderly gentleman 
named Quinn and his wife visited the 
Receiving Hospital and inquired for 
Miss Coe. They were much surprised 
to learn that she was dying, and re- 
quested the surgeons to do everything 
in their power to save her. 

According to their story, the wo- 
man’s parents are immensely wealthy, 
and own a vast area of land in Ore- 
gon. Her father, they said, is one «f 
the best-known men in the Northwest, 
and he is reputed to be worth severul 
millions of dollars. ~ = 

According to their story, Mollie is 
the oldest of three girls. Shortly after 
attaining her majority she left home 
and went to Portland. Her parents 
were distracted over her disappear- 
ance, and employed the best detective 
talent in the country to find her. 
After a long search the young woman 
was discovered in Astoria and forced 
to return home. She remained only a 
short time, and again disappeared. 
Her parents made every effort to find 
her, but without success. 

About two weeks ago she went to 
the house on Polk street and rented a 
room. She said she had a husband, 
but was forced to leave him on ac- 
count of his brutal treatment. As _ her 
condition became serious, she asked 
the landlady to have her removed tq 
the Receiving Hospital, where she 
could receive some medical attention: 
At a late hour tonight the unfortunate 
woman was slowly sinking, and sur- 
geons gave as their opinion that she 
would not live many hours.

Inauguration of a Grand Festival 
to Exemplify Progress in the 
Centennial State. 


‘A Parade That Outranked Anything 
Seen Before in That Part of | 

The City Beautifally laminated 
by Aid of Electricity—Streets 
Are Crowded with People— 

Milwaukee Celebrates. 


(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 

DENVER, Oct. 16.—Denver is in a 
blaze of glory today, the first of tne 
annual Festival of Mountain and 
Plain, inaugurated this year. . The 
weather is glorious and over fifty theu- 
sand people have flocked to town from 
the country districts, taxing the car- 
rying capacity of all the Colorado rail- 
roads. The decorations are extensive, 
the holiday colors—yellow and white— 
being seen everywhere. 

At 1 o'clock this afternoon the first 
sreat parade, the Pageant of Progress, 
at which was represented the progress 
of the State from the time when the 
red men roamed over the mountain 
and plain up to the present, started on 
the line of march. Although there. has 
been little time for preparation, some 
of the floats were very handsome. One 
of the most magnificent features of the 
festival was a human flag, composed 
of 400 children. The festivities con- 
tinue three days. 

The inauguration of the festival was 
an immense succéss in every way. Not 
only did the big Pageant of Progress 
far surpass the expectations even to 
the carnival management themselves, 
but the crowd of visitors from outside 
towns exceeded any ever witnessed in 
Denver. The parade from every s‘tand- 
point outranks anything of the kind 
ever seen in the West. Wach of the five 
divisions was a parade in itself and al- 
together it made a line over three 
miles long, which was an hour and a 
half in passing a given point. 

Pioneers and floats, representing the 
advancement of Colorado from the time 
of the cliff dwellers to today came first. 
Every float was a_ feature, many of 
them being genuine works of art in the 
preparation of which no expense had 
been spared. The galily-attired bands 
of Indians attracted more attention, 
perhaps, than anything else, though old 
Jim Baker, the squaw man wh 
and hunted through these regions sixty 
years ago, was everywhere enthusias- 
tically cheered. He rode a horse that 
crossed the plains in 1859. 

It was in the second division, repre- 
senting the mineral wealth of the 
State, that the most gorgeous effect 
was seen. Cripple Creek and Leadville 
excelled all others, their floats truly 
representing the marvelous richness of 
their respective camps. Agriculture, 
horticulture and livestock came next, 
Mesa and Montrose counties making 
the best displays, closely rivaled by 
Fremont and other counties. Manu- 
facturers of Denver had the next dl- 
vision, doing themselves proud in the 
matter of their displays. The distin- 
guished citizens who have been most 
prominent in building the State con- 
stituted the fourth division of the pa- 
rade, while the last was devoted to 
the various civic socteties, in which 
the old-timers

‘signal lights’ discovered upon Mars 
with the great Lick telescope, and 
which were supposed to be a dispatch 
attempt on the part of the inhabitants 
of .Mars. to open up. communication 
with the people of Earth, this  pro- 
ject must fail utterly when it is known 
that no such ‘signal lights’ were ever 
seen upon Mars with the Lick tele- «© 
scope, but in all probability were seen +. ) 
only by an experienced and _  keen- 
sighted newspaper man. The fact is, 
the man,of Mars and his ‘signals’ 
must be forever undiscovered, 

“We expect to gain some knowledge 
in the study of the surfaces of Nep- 
tune and Uranus, and in the study of 
double stars and the, satellites of dif- 
ferent planets. There are still many 
unsolved problems concerning fixed 
stars, revolving binary stars and solar 
prominences, We have everything to 
expect for an excellent performance 
of Chicago’s great glass. The very lo- 
cation of the forty-inch at Lake Gen- 
eva may have an important bearing 
on the future of great telescopes, 
though as to the meteorglogical condl- 
tions that prevail at Geneva, I am as 
yet unable, to speak.”

THE MINERS’ CONVENTION. 


Adjournment Taken After a Session 
Devoted to Speeches. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 16.—At the 
miners’ convention today the session 
preceding adjournment was devoted 
principally to speech-making. Ad- 
dresses on mining topics were made by 
J. M. Wright of San Francisco; Con- 
gressman James G. Maguire, H. M. 
Larue of Sacramento, Judge Niles 
Searles, President Neff and Hurley of 
Calaveras. Retiring Secretary W. C. 
Ralston was presented with a testimo- 
nial for his gratuitous services to the 
association. Standing committees were 
appointed, and the convention ad- 
journed sine die. 

“I think this convention has been the 
nrost successful yet held by the Califor- 
nia Miners’ Association,” said Presi- 
dent Neff today after the delegates had 
finished their business, which was be- 
tes last Monday, and were ready to go 

me. 

“The results of the fourth annual ses- 
sion of men interested in the mining in- 
dustry of this State are fully up to the 
expectations of the managers of the as- 
sociation. It pleased me to see that 
the convention was in accord with the 
policy of the Executive Committee dur- 
ing the past year. There had been 
some talk that an attempt would be 
made to prevent a continuance of that 
policy, but if such an intention existed 
it was abandoned.” 

Neff referred to the threats that an 
s<nternecine war would be caused‘ in 
the action by the Southern Pacific Com- 
pany s0 as to prevent a continuance 
of the struggle against that corpora- 
tion in relation to mineral lands. 

At present,” Neff continued, “there 
is a promising outlook for the final set- 
tlement of the question between the 
railroad company and the Miners’ As- 
sociation as to the segregation and 
classification of mineral lands. The 
association is willing to meet the rail- 
road company half way in the determi- 
nation of this question. I am informed 
on what I consider reliable authority, 
that the railroad company has signified 
to some of our representatives its wil- 
lingness to aid us in getting satisfac- 
concerning the mineral 

Neff spoke of the value which the an- 
nual conventions have been to the min- 
ers in concentrating their forces for 
~ improvement of the mining indus- 

ry. 

“The harmony among the miners of 
the various counties represented has in- 
creased constantly,”’ he remarked. “The 
southern. part of this State has devel- 
oped mining properties and expressed 
& willingness to co-operate with the 
northern counties affiliated with this 
association in helping the miners. The. 
association is a permanent institution. 
Its stability and power have been 
proven at this convention. The num- 
ber of delegates this year was lafger 
than last year. The association will 
continue to have a convention annually 
as long as there is any necessity for 
action to protect the mining industry. 
Efforts will be made to obtain legisla- 
tion for the advancement of hydraulic 
mining, as well as for the preservation 
of mineral lands for the miners. 

The Mineral Lands Committee was 
necessarily changed, as Chairman Rick- 
etts declined to serve longer, and other 
members of the committee wished to be 
relieved. William C. Ralston, who has 
been an industrious, vigilant secretary 
for three terms, will act as chairman of 
the Mineral Lands Committee. The 
make-up of this committee insures a 
continuance of the policy heretofore 
pursued in refernce to the preservation 
of mineral lands for miners.” 

John M. Wright, the San Francisco 
attorney, who is a member of the Ex- 
ecutive Committee, made a speech yes- 
terday in the convention, in..which he 
scored the Southern Pacific. In this ex-

Wright was thoroughly satisfied with 
the work of the convention, and after 
adjournment he said: 

“The main purpose of the convention 
was to confirm what has already been 
done to promote the two great objects 
of the association, and to lay a founda- 
tion for further work along the same 
lines. These objects are to advance the 
interests of hydraulic’ mining and to 
maintain the mineral lands for explora- 
tion and purchase by the miner and 
prospector by preventing their absorp- 
tion as part of the grants of the sub- 
sidized railroads. The votes of the con- 
vention were as a unit on both of these 
subjects, and by the adoption of a new 
constitution and bylaws a satisfactory 
provision was made for sufficient 
money to carry out the purposes of the 
association.

CLOSED BY THE CITY. 


The Commercial Bank of Tacoma 
Goes into Liquidation. 
(MPGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.» 
TACOMA (Wash,.) Oct. 16.—The Com- 
mercial Bank, organized under State 
law, did not open today, Judge Parker, 
at the request of stockholders, having, 
at 5 o’clock this morning, appointed 5S. 
M. Nolan, one of the directors, receiver. 
This action was brought about by City 
Treasurer McCauley calling on the 
bank to pay $6300, the city’s balance on 
deposit, on short notice, the city need- 
ing the money to pay interest in New 

York. 

As soon as this situation presented 
itself, President Frank Allyn called the 
directors together. They met yester- 
day at 5 o’clock- in the evening, and 
were in session most all night, deciding 
early this morning that it would be un- 
profitable to continue business longer. 
Papers in the receivership case were 
then prepared with the object of liquid- 
ating. The bank’s liabilities are be- 
tween $30,000 and $40,000, and the assets 
over $160,000. The bank has always had 
@ conservative management, and Presi- 
dent Allyn says all depositors will be 
paid in full within a short time. The 
bank had first-class collateral, he says, 
which, however, could not he realized 
on in the few hours intervening be- 
tween the City Treasurer’s notice and 
the time he wanted the money. 

The city’s interests were promptly 
met by payments made by the other 
banks holding city money. The last 
statement of the Commercial Bank, 
made on May 31, showed: Loans and 
discounts, $235,369; cash on hand, $24,- 
008; certificates of deposit, $13,191; de- 
posits subject to check, $62,765; ur.di- 
vided profits, $18,710. The bank was or- 
ganized in December, 1891. Its stoek- 
holders include a number of wealthy 
New York men. The capital stock was 
$200,000.

LED THE COURT ASTRAY. 
Such is the Allegation 
Southern Pacific Attorney. 
(MEGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 

SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 16.—The Ex- 
aminer tomorrow will say that lawyers 
who are in opposition to the’ Southern 
Pacific are seriously asking if Attorney 
Herrin did not impose upon Judge Mc- 
Kenna when he induced him to sign 
an order prohibiting the Board of Rail- 
road Commissioners for passing any 
order reducing the freight rates of the 
Southern Pacific Company in force pre- 
vious to September 12. Some of them 
claim that Herrin took advantage of 
the confidence the court had in him 
and started Judge MeKenna out in the 
face of a well-established precedent. A 
similar mistake of the Circuit Court, 
they claim, was made in the Texas 
case of Regan et al., vs. the Farmers’ 
Lona and Trust Company et al., upon 
which Herrin hangs his bill in equity, 
and was righted by the Supreme Court 
of the United States, which declared 
the order invalid. 

In the Texas case the Federal .Su- 
preme Court decided that the Railroad 
Commission of Texas was a constitu- 
tional body, and that it had the right 
to regulate raittes and fares. The only 
question was as to thereasonableness of 
the reduction. In that case the com- 
mission was enjoined from carrying 
into effect a schedule of rates actually 
made. The request was also made that 
the commission be enjoined from taking 
any further orders. This request the 
Supreme Court denied.’ 

The critics of Herrin say that several 
points urged by the Southern Pacific 
Company were settled by the Texas 
case, and settled in a way affording 
cold comfort to his powerful client. 

FARMERS’ ALLIANCE. 
Reports of Committees Received— 
The Rochedale Plan Indorsed. 

SAN JOSE, Oct. 16.—The State Far- 
mers’ Alliance this morning adopted re- 
ports presented by special and standing 
committees. The address of the presi- 
dent was ordered printed and distrib- 
uted. This afternoon the committee to 
which was referred the plan of co-op- 
eration reported in favor of the Roche- 
dale plan. The report was adopted. 

Sacramento was chosen as the place 
for holding the next State meeting.

States Supreme Court for its decision 
on the income tax and the Circuit 
Court for its decisions in the Stanford 
case and for declaring the Wright irri- 
gation law unconstitutional. The al- 
liance adjourned sine die this evening. 


CALIFORNIA’S VINTAGE. 


The Wines Will be the Best Known 
for Years. 

(REGULAR ARSOCIATED I'RESS RETORT.) 

SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 16.—The vint- 
age of 1895 is practically over and the 
quantity and quality of California 
wine this season are no longer matters 
of conjecture. The crop of grapes was 
light, but the quality of the product is 
the best for many years. The falling- 
off has been principally in the dry va- 
rieties. As for the sweet there is 
enough and to spare. Both kinds, 
however, are far superior as to body 
and taste, 

It is stated at the headquarters of the 
California ‘Winemakers’ Corporation 
that the output of dry wines is 75 per 
cent. of last year’s production, or 8,000,- 
000 gallons. This shortage is due to the 
fact that the red grapes, notably the 
Zinfandel, set light early in the season 
and when they attained full size they 
were badly affected by the heavy Sep- 
tember rain which opened the berries 
and, being followed by intense heat, the 
juice was in a measure dried up. Within 
a week after the inopportune downpour 
the sugar in the grape mounted from 18 
and 20 to 28 and 30 per cent, which 
meant a reduction of one-third in the 
juice. From these conditions much dif- 
ficulty was experienced in the fermenta- 
tion and “stuck” vats were the rule, 
rather than the exception. However, 
they have been mostly worked over 
and out by experienced winemakers, 
and the result has been the production 
of wines of extraordinary strength, 
color and vinosity. 

The production of white wine, which 
was largely in excess last season, was 
greatly reduced this vintage. Much of 
it went on to the red pomace. Still 
the crop of white grapes was larger in 
proportion to the acreage than the red 
varieties. Of the total output of dry 
wines 7,200,000 gallons are red and 800,- 
000 are white. But little brandy is be- 
ing made, and there is said to be no 
excess of sherry material. 

There was a sharp advance in the 
price paid for grapes over that of last 
year, which was from $6 to $10 a ton. 
This vintage the prices paid varied in 
Sonoma from $10 to $14, in Napa from 
$12 to $17, in Santa Clara from $12 to 
$15, in the Livermore Valley they were 
$14 and in Contra Costa county $16 a 
ton. 


Up to the first of this month over 4,- 
000,000 more gallons of dry wine had 
been moved to San Francisco from the 
interior than there were last year up 
to the same date. This has gone to 
the large dealers, principally the Cali- 
fornia. Wine Association and Lachman 
& Jacoby, who are now well-stocked. 
The amount remaining in the producers 
hands is, however, small, and as the 
Wine-makers’ Corporation has a con- 
tract with the California Association 
to furnish still more wine, the demand 
promises to equal if not exceed the sup- 
ply. This will mean higher prices. 
What they will be will depend on the 
figures set when it comes to arbitrate 
the matter between the big seller and 
the large buyer, the California Wine- 
makers’ Corporation and the Califor- 
nia Wine Association.

NEARLY A TRAGEDY. 


THE WEDEMEYVER-GRIFFITH NUP- 
TIALS ALMOST MARRED. 


Bold Attempt to Steal the Wedding 
Presents Nipped in the Buad—One 
of the Wedding Guests Narrowly 
Escaped Death. 


The handsome residence of Maj. Wil- 


“tiam G. Wedemeyer, No. 945 South Al- 


varado street, came near being the 
scene of a tragedy as well as of festiv- 
ity yesterday evening. 

The festive occasion was the mar- 
riage of Miss Wedemeyer to John T. 
Griffith, as duly chronicled In another 
column. The narrowly-averted tragedy 
which would have cast gloom over the 
happy event, was due to an attempt to 
steal the wedding presents. 

On a‘table in a second-floor room of 
the Wedemeyer mansion were spread 
the wedding gifts, aggregating in value 
$3000 or $4000. In order to guard against 
the possibility of an attack by thieves 
while the members of the family were 
attending the wedding ceremony at the 
church, J. Scott Oliver, secretary of 
Insley’s Detective Agency, who is a 
warm personal friend of Mr. Griffith, 
the bridegroom, consénted to keep 
watch at the house till the wedding 
party returned. 

Mr. Oliver was in full dress as a 
wedding guest, and had about con- 
cluded that there would be no attempt 
at robbery, as the time for the return of 
the wedding party approached. It lacked 
only ten minutes of 8:30 o'clock, the 
time scheduled for their return, when 
Mr. Oliver, who was inside the,-house, 
heard an ominous sound as of some 
heavy object bumping against the 
porch at the side of the building. Put- 
ting on his silk hat, he went out to in- 
vestigate. 

It was very dark, but as Mr. Oliver 
stealthily turned the corner of the 
house, he made out a stout, burly man 
with a long, thin man, standing on his 
shoulders, and just in the act of climb- 
ing up to the roof of the porch, under 
the window of the room where the 
wedding presents were displayed. 

The lower man had a revolver tn his 
hand, and saw Mr. Oliver about the 
same time that Oliver saw him. 

“Throw up your hands!” hissed the 
burly individual. Mr. Oliver was only 
about twelve feet distant, and the 
would-be robber had the drop on him, 
but the plucky detective reached for 
his own gun instead of throwing up 
his hands. Before he could reach his 
weapon, “bang’’ went the robber's gun, 
and “zip’’ went a bullet through Mr. 
Oliver's glossy stovepipe hat. It 
struck the tile squarely in the center 
and passed clear through, just about 
an inch above the crown of Oliver's 
head. 

As the robber on the grourid fired, the 
man on his shoulders jumped down, 
fighting about six feet from the other 

ne and taking refuge behind a tree. 
Mr. Oliver had his revolver out by this 
time, and seeing that the second man 
had a pistol, too, and was about to 
shoot, he took a shot at him. The man 
behind the tree fired at almost the 
same instant, and the bullet whizzed 


over Oliver’s shoulder, uncomfortably 
close to his head. 


Both robbers kept on going and 
jumped over the rear fence, Mr. Oliver 
sending a third shot after them as they 
disappeared. 

The servants in the house were badly 
frightened by this time, but Mr. Oliver 
went in and quieted them, at the same 
time enjoining them not to say any- 
thing about the attempted robbery and 
shooting until the wedding reception 
was over. He had scarcely got them 
coached before the bridal party~ and 
wedding guests arrived. 

Mr. Oliver was the coolest man 
among the happy crowd, despite his 
narrow escape from death at the 
hands of the nocturnal prowlers. But, 


notwithstanding the precautions he 
had taken to keep the story of the at- 
tempted robbery from the ears of the 
bridal couple and guests, it leaked out 
and created much excitement. When 
it became generally known, Mr. Oliver 
was the recipient of as many congratu- 
lations as the happy bridegroom. 

Among the persons who came to the 
house from the church with the we4- 
ding party, were Officers Fowle and 
Lehnhausen, of the police force, who 
had been detajled for special duty at 
the wedding. As soon as they heard 
of the shooting, they made a thor- 
ough search of the grounds and neigh- 
borhood, but could find no trace of 
the robbers.. In order to give the fam- 
ily a feeling of security, Officer Lehn- 
hausen remained on guard at the 
premises all night. As soon as the 
matter was reported to police head- 
quarters, Sergt. Jeffries sent Mounted 
Officer Deitwig to make a search of the 
neighborhood, in hopes of getting on 
the trail of the thieves. 

Mr. Oliver feels sure that he 
wounded one of the robbers in the arm.

DOWN WHERE BAY AND CLIMATE 
ARE ON DECK. 


An interesting study of municipal 
government is offered by San Diego, 
the second city of Southern California. 
It is a study worth making, not oniy 
because it will be of possible benefit 
there, but also of benefit to other 
municipalities in the State. It requires 
no superior insight into the affairs*of 
that city to discover the fact that the 
mass of its people desire a business- 
like administration of their public af- 
fairs. They want an administration 
which will see to it that the expense 
account for the year does not exceed 
the income account by thousands of 
dollars, several months before the end 
of the year, which necessitates, as is 
unfortunately the case this year, the 
suspension of street-cleaning and of 
other necessary duties, the perform- 
ance of which should never cease in 
any well-regulated city. The present 
is but one of many instances where the 
inefficiency of. certain public officers 
has been so baldly demonstrated as to 
cause chagrin in the hearts of earnest 
well-wishers of the city. This ineffi- 
eiency is a humiliating exhibition of 
one of the weakest spots among a peo- 
ple entitled to good government and 
their money's worth in municipal bene- 
fits. 

What is the cause of this ineffi- 
ciency? It appears to be largely be- 
cause of a lack of unselfish public 
spirit among voters. The indifference 
of the staunchest citizens.to their 
municipal affairs has resulted in the 
election, repeatedly, of a city govern- 
ment, the personnel of which did not 
command general respect, and the ac- 
tions of which have resulted in injury 
te San Diego. Last fall leading men of 
both political parties organized to put 
a union ticket in the field, and thus 
endeavor to obtain good local govern- 
ment, irrespective of partisan politics. 
This movement failed utterly. The 
president af the so-called “Civic Fed- 
eration” resigned the moment that ‘his 
relative was rejected as a nomiuee. 
Ceasequently, owing to this and to 
other divisions among the intelligent 
voters, the wild-eyed, unthinking! 
‘yoters, comprising a scant third of the 
emitire city vote, elected a man for 
Mayor whose past record as a loud- 
mouthed, brass-band, impracticable 
railroad boomer does not entitle him to 
much respect when viewed either from 
a business or from political stand- 
point. This Mayor has been a petti- 
fogger. 

And so with many members of the 
Council. They have exhibited a petti- 

fogging spirit, and that body, as a 
whole, has been extremely careless on 
occasions. 

It is a fact that a few years ago, 
when the Council resolved to make the 
annual city tax $1 per $100 valuation, 
more public improvements were made 
ahd better local government’ -ensued 
than now accrues with a city tax of 
$2.25 per $100, and a special school tax 
of 35 cents additional, making the total 
city tax amount practically to $1.60 per 
$100. It cannot be proven that this: 
money is actually squandered, but it is 
strong evidence of mistakes or of mis- 
judgment by the local 
powers. 

A lack of public spirit ‘has heen man- 
ifested in the acquirement of a water 
supply and distributing system to be 
owned by the city. For a year or more 
rival water promoters have apparently 
made it their sole business either to 
bulldoze or to befuddle the City Coun- 
cil in its efforts to place before the 
people a plan for water on which they 
could vote. And thus far the pro- 
moters have apparently succeeded so 
well that the minds of the people are 
thoroughly suspicious, not only of the 
water promoters, but also of a number 


f0verning 


| have been intensified by the indictment 
of an unprincipled man who attempted 
to bribe Councilmen to vote for a par- 
ticular water proposition then before 
them. No efforts appear to have been 
made to discover and punish the un- 
scrupulous employer of this would-be 
briber, as it was the plain duty of the 
public officials to do. 

These and other failings, which are 
matters of public record, point to the 
imminent necessity of genuine reform 
in San Diego. At present the people 
there are divided against themselves. 
That is obvious to even the non-resi- 
dent observer who reads the papers 
and looks in on “Baynclimate” occa- 
cionally. 

It is not pleasant for The Times to 
publish truths pointing out the weak- 
nesses of an esteemed neighbor, who 
ought to be able to manage her-own 
affairs, but San Diego's welfare is not 
merely local, and the people of that 
city may be the gainers in the end if 
they can see themselves as others see 
them. They should do something more 
than merely repeat among themselves 
the hackneyed cry of “Get together!” 
They should prove by actions, and not 
words, that they can get together and 
show to the world that a sound public 
spirit really does exist there, even 
though it has lain dormant. 

The city to the southward should 
rise up on end, talk less and saw more 
wood. Let her shake herself loose 
from that deathly lethargy which has 
been paralyzing her “vitals,” and en- 
ter the race of progress, or be forever 
left. 


The “restorations of wages” in 1895, 
concerning which our free-trade friends 
have had so much to say, have 
amounted to about 10 per cent., on the 
average, in the instances where wages 
have been advanced, which Instances 
have by no means been so numerous 
as the reductions during the great de- 
pression of 1893-94. These reductions 
of wages averaged over 20 per cent., 
as has been shown by careful investi- 
gations, conducted by the Protective 
Tariff League, by R. G. Dun & Co.'s 
commercial agency, and by other in- 
vestigators. The 10-per-cent. advances 
which ‘have been made in a few indus- 
tries in 1895 have not brought wages 
up to the McKinley standard of 1892, 
the extravagant claims of “tariff-re- 
formers” to the contrary notwithstand- 
ing. 


It is claimed that there is no law in 
Arkansas by which the slugging-match 
can be stopped. The same claim was 
made. as regards Texas; but it didn’t 
take long to make a law for that pur- 
pose when the special session of the 
Legislature got down to bisiness. If 
Gov. Clarke were as much interested 
in stopping the fight as he pretends to 
be, he would call the Arkansas Legis- 
lature together at once, and thus at 
least force it to go on record either 
as in favor of or onposed to prize- 
fighting. Gov. Clarke has declared that 
he would stop the fight if he had to call 
out the State militia, but the indica- 
tions are that he is conversing through 


his official chapeau. 


The State census recently taken in 
Minnesota shows that the present 
population of that State is 1,573,350, a 
gain of 271,524 since 1890. The greatest 
percentage of gain is shown by those 
counties in the pine forests of the 
northern part of the State, and in the 
Sixth Congress District generally, 
the district showing a gain of 44 per 
cent. The agricultural section, em- 
bracing the western half of the State, 
and comprising the Second and Sey- 
enth districts, shows a gain of about 
25 per cent. 


In Brooklyn a few days ago a bicycle 
rider was thrown in front of a trolley 
car and instantly killed. The Brook- 
lyn trolley cars are unprovided with 
fenders, although there is an ordinance 
requiring them to be so equipped. Had 
the ordinance been complied with the 
man’s life would no doubt have been 
saved. How is it in Los Angeles? 


A few days ago the Prohibitionists 
of Chester county, Pa., nominated one 
Elijah Pennypacker for Surveyor, and 
the Dutchmen did not discover until 
the next day that he had been dead 
eight months. Mein Gott in Himmel!

AT THE PLAYHOUSES. 


LOS ANGELES THEATER.—“The 
Magistrate” served to restore to us at 
the Los Angeles last night some old 
friends in the persons of that charm- 
ing mistress of comedy, Rose Coghlan, 
and ever-welcome L. R. Stockwell, as 
well as to introduce geome new piay- 
ers, who made a sufficiently potent im- 
pression to guarantee for them a warm 
welcome when they come again. 

Pinero’s play is pure comedy, rich in 
the quality that makes theater-going 4 
delight, and, altogether, quite as delli- 
cious in the way of mirth-making as 
any creation set out upon this stage in 
many seasons. It is set In an atmos- 
phere of French dinners, where the 
frapped wine sparkles in'the glass and 
its situations put the risables in motion 
until there are shrieks, yells, and roars 
of laughter. No matter if the house 
was not nearly so large last evening as 
the play or the players deserved, the 
people who were not there are the los- 
ers by it and those who were got a full 
measure of enjoyment. 

The story of it all comes from the 
telling of a white lie. 

Agatha Posket (Rose Coghlan) re- 
cently a widow and lately wedded to 
the Magistrate of the Mulberry-street 
Police Court, with a failing for which 
the sex is noted, deceived her husband 
when she married him by declaring her 
age to be but 31, when she is really 26, 
and passes off her son as a boy of 14, 
garbing him all the while in kKnicker- 
bockers and an Baton jacket, when 
really he is a youth of 19, and an espe- 
cially speedy one at that, with a knowl- 
edge of the ways of the roysterer that 
would do discredit to a rounder of five 
and twenty. This youngster is petted 
and coddled by her friends, as well as 
the servants and a very attractive 
music-téacher as though he were really 
the age his mother claims, but that he 
is mightily advanced they all discern, 
although not suspecting the deception. 
The Magistrate (the boy’s step-father, 
Mr. Stockwell,) in an unguarded mo- 
ment accompanies the youngster to the 
Hotel des Princes for a “time,” and 
they proceed to have it. Meanwhile, 
Mrs. Posket and her young sister, Char- 
lotte, (Margret Craven,) show up at the 
same resort in the search of one Col. 
Lukyn (Edmund Hayes,) who is an cld 
friend of the Magistrate’s wife. Her 
object in finding him before he sees her 
husband is to ask him nat to disclose 
her age and that of her son, he having 
stood for the latter as godfather at his 
christening nineteen years before. Col. 
Lukyn appears at the hotel with his 
army friend, Capt. Horace Yale 
(Charles Bates,) in love with Charlotte, 
but just now in the midst of a lover's 
quarrel with that c ming maiden, 
When Mrs. Posket arrives she asks for 
a private interview with Col. Lukyn, 
and in ‘haste to dispose of his compan- 
ion, pushes the latter through a window 
onto a balcony, where he stands in 
the pouring rain for a half hour and 
eventually through his dilemma adds 
greatly to the hilariousness of the situa- 
tion. All this time the Magistrate and 
his scapegrace stepson are in an ad- 
joining apartment dining in the way 
that people do at French restaurants 
(in plays if not im real life.) The hour 
passes for the closing of the house and 
the police raid it. In the midst of a 
most excruciatingly funny scene, the 
Magistrate and his boyish marplot es- 
cape, while the two officers and their 
female companions are haled away to 
the lock-up. The next morning the 
Magistrate, disfigured with courtplas- 
ter and a most gorgeous specimen of 
a total wreck, appears to open court 
and, in a careless moment, sentences 
his own wife, sister-in-law and their 
friends to seven days’ imprisonment. 
Of course all ends well in the closihg 
act, with an understanding all around. 

This brief resume of the motif will 
give but a scant idea of the possibilities 
for comical situations, and ‘space is un- 
available in which to detail the many 
side issues and the by-play which serves 
to keep the fun going fast and furious. 
Suffice it to say that the play is a most 
delicious comedy—brilliantly written 
and thoroughly delightful in all ways. 

Miss Coghlan is one of the most pleas- 
ing comediennes on the American ste ge. 
Her art is rich and mellow and her 
work in “The Magistrate” is masterly 
to a degree. Mr. Stockwell makes a 
great magistrate. His appearance is 
enough to set one agoing with merri- 
ment, and the way he permits the 
graceless young jackanapes to bleed 
him at cards, and involve him in monu- 
mental follies, including a race with 
the police at the dead hour of night in 
a rainstormyis exquisitely droll. 

Margaret Craven is an actress of 
splendid talent, and a beauty of no lit- 
tle moment as well.

The bit of play- 
ing in the dining-room scene, where she 
discovers her lover on the balcony is a 
work of art and the degree of natural- 
ness she evinces in the same _ scene 
when she maneuvers for her supper, 
could only be accomplished by a born 
actress. George W. Ryan, as the for- 
ward youth, was excellent and much 
praise is due Harold Vizard for his ex- 
tremely well-done bit of acting as the 
Magistrate's clerk. The same may be 
said of William Marsden, who made an 
ideal proprietor of a Frenchy resort.

CAN’T FOOL THE OIL MEN. 


Are Not Biting at Long Contracts 
Like They Used To. 

' A recent movement in oil on the part 
of contract oil-buyers indicates a con- 
siderable increase in. confidence, and 
the oil-producers lip is somewhat stiffer 
nowadays. Whether the movement 
points to immediate better prices is un- 
certain, but the Los Angeles oil output 
is beginning to command the respect of 
the commercial community as a very 
safe article to speculate in, now that 
prices are away down. ‘ 

The movement spoken of consists of 
numerous offers to oil-producers to buy 
the output of their wells, for one year, 

t 60 cents a barrel. The average price 

or oil is 40 cents now, and the oil men 

say there is not a cent of money in it 
at that rate. It would naturally be ex- 
pected that oil men who are anxious to 
get a good price would jump at an of- 
fer 20 cents above the market price. 
But they didi:?’t. The local oil man has 
learned by sad experience that it is 
mighty easy to sell your oil, and mighty 
hard to get it taken off your hands 
when oil “slumps,” and the contract 
purchaser can buy all he wants else- 
where for less money. So far as known, 
not one of the producers who were ap- 
proached have bit at the gauzy bait. 

Second. sand and oil has been reached 
at a depth of 900 feet in the Fletcher 
‘well on the. Edgeware road. 

Hoffman & Reed will dig a new well 
on Figueroa street soon. 

A depth of 550 feet has been reached 
in the Haight & Webster well, and there 
are splendid indications for oil. 

Nearly 600 barrels of oil were taken 
from the Lathrop wells, at Metcalf and 
Park place, last Monday night. 

Davis, Sloan & Biers have reached oil 
at a depth of 675 feet, and drilling will 
continue about 275 feet deeper. 

The, Loma Oil Company put up a der- 
rick and had a dump hole dug yester- 
day for a new well on Figueroa, near 
Temple. Six other wells will be dug in 
the same vicinity. 


CRAIG MURDER CASE. 
May Go to the United States Su- 
preme Court. 


~ A good deal of interest has been 
aroused among attorneys in reference 
to the Craig murder case, now pending 
on appeal before the Supreme Court. 
At yesterday’s session of that tribunal 
a motion to order the Sheriff to pro- 
duce him in court when the hearing is 
had on the appeal was overruled, to 
which exception was taken by the de- 
fendant’s attorney. 

The question arises as to the consti- 
tutional right of the defendant to be 
present at the hearing. Strange to say, 
there appears to be no previous decis- 
ion on the right of a defendant to be at 
the hearing of his case in an appellate 
court. . 

It is said that, should the Supreme 
Court maintain the position assumed by 
it yesterday, and refuse to permit the 
defendant to come to the hearing, such- 
refusal may be used as a basis for ap- 
peal to the Supreme Court of the 
United- States. he question is one in- 


volving the interpretation of the Const 


tution of the United States, and is, 
herefore, it is declared, a proper sub- 
ject of appeal to that tribunal. 

Should the proposed appeal be taken, 
it will probably involve a long delay 
in the final disposition of Craig’s case. 


HAIL TO THE CHIEF. 
Militia Companies Welcome the New 
Brigadier-General.

THAT CHURCH FIGHT. 


How Defeat Was "Rubbed In” on 
the Enemy. 


One of the most conspicuous and pic- 
turesque figures in the Presbyterian 
church fight, in which a few rourds 
have been fought in the past few days, 
was Judge J. W. McKinley, who was 
deeply interested on the First (West- 
minster) side of the contest, and in the 
defense of the pastor and elders at the 
session of the presbytery gave much 
valuable but unavailing counsel. He 
was tickled hugely by the decision of 
Judge Van Dyke in the injunction case 
and as soon as it had been read in court 
Judge McKinley carried the document 
by the swiftest cable car directly across 
the river to the Second Presbyterian 
Church, where the presbytery was then 
trying the elders for contumacy. 

It appears that when Counsellor Gor- 
don, who appeared as attorney for him- 
self and the four other elders in the 
recent trial for contumacy before the 
presbytery, had gotten all heated up 
with a very earnest plea for his clients 
and himself, Judge McKinley loomed 
up at the door of the Second Presby- 
terian Church, where the trial was 
being held, with a broad grin on his 
face and the decision of Judge Van 
Dyke bulging out of his pocket. The 
Judge walked with marked compla- 
cency down the church aisle and whis- 
pered in Mr. Gordon's ear. Mr. Gordon 
stopped his forensic oratory long 
enough to say “And I want to inform 
the presbytery that we have won our 
suit in the Superior Court.” Then he 
continued his argument and the case, 
after a short argument by Prosecutor 
Henderson, was submitted to the pres- 
bytery for the decision. As soon as the 
presbytery had retired to consider the 
case in secret session, Judge McKinley 
gathered together in a corner of the 
church Rev. Burt Estes Howard, the 
suspended minister, and the fiye elders 
whose ecclesiastical fate was then in 
the hands of the presbytery, and read 
to them the most striking parts of 
Judge Van decision. 

The Central Church members would 
not have been indignant if the de- 
cision had reached the presbytery in the 
ordinary course of events and with dig- 
nified deliberateness, but they assert 
that Judge McKinley exhibited a ghoul- 
ish glee in taking the decision hot from 
the typewriter and with Judge Van 
Dyke's signature scarcely dry upon it, 
to “rub it in” on the enemy. 

The dissenting Central people say it 
is bad enough to get licked in a legal 
battle and they squirm over what they 
claim was unwarranted officiousness. 


SHE IS NOT A BURGLAR. 


Little Tillie Darling Exonerated of 
a Grave Charge. 


The charge of burglary against.little 
Tillie Darling was dimissed yesterday 
by Justice Owens. Tillie is a ten-year- 
old girl who took foursfinger rings, val- 
ued at $75, from Mrs. Lucy Dirshs- 
meyer, about ten days ago, Mrs. Dirshs- 
meyer had laid her rings on the sill of 
an open window. Tillie and another lit- 
tle girl were playing circus in a neigh- 
boring yard. They saw the rings, and 
Tillie took them, saying they would 
wear them to ths show. She kept two 
and gave two to her companion. Tillie 
afterward hecame frightened at what 
she had done, and threw the two rings 
she had under the house. Mrs. Dirshs- 
meyer reported her loss to the police. 
Detective Bradish investigated and 
found out that Tillie took the rings. 
She at first denied it, but finally con- 
fessed and helped to find the rings 
which she had thrown under the house. 
The other little girl gave her’s up, and 
all were restored to Mrs. Dirshsmeyer. 
The majesty of law, however, had been 
offended, so little Tillie was hauled up 
before his honor, Justice Owens. The 
testimony was heard, then District At- 
torney James moved that the complaint 
be dismissed as it was not shown that 
Tillie had any intent to commit. burg- 
lary. The court took the same view of 
the matter, and discharged the de- 
fendant. The tender years of the de- 
fendant were also taken into consid- 
eration. 


Another Fairfield. 


There seems to have been some mis- 
take about the identity of the occu- 
pants of the house on Burlington ave- 
nue complained of to the City Council 
as being off color. Mrs. Grace Fairfield, 
who lives in the house which the 
preacher thought was crooked says her 
name has been confused with that of 
one Florence Fairfield who did have a 
disreputable place on Alameda street.

RIVAL CONNECTIONS, 


LINES FROM SAN FRANCISCO TO 
MEET THE VALLEY. 


Which Party Shall Pay the Debts of 


the Oregon Ratlway 


Company. 


Nevada Southern Road Was Sold at 
San Bernardino Yesterday 
to an Unknown. 


Hopes That the New Owners of the 
Road Will Extend It—Baltimore 
and Ohio Passed a Common 
Stock Dividend. 


At San Bernardino yesterday the Ne- 
vada Southern road was sold. The 
Times correspondent writes that, in 
fact, it was sold twice, once by Sheriff 
Holcemb and once by Receiver R. 8. 
Seibert, the two sales being within half 
an hour of each other. The Sheriff's 
sale was on executions in favor of 
Bright & Crandall and other creditors. 
The receiver’s sale was to satisfy other 
creditors. 

Sheriff Holcomb’s sale was at il 
o'clock, and after he had read the order 
of sale he called for bids. Among the 
spectators were Judge C. C. Wright and 
Judge Dillon of Los Angeles, and when 
bids were called for Judge Dillon bid 
$153,966.63, in the name of K. B. Ander- 
son, and the road was sold to him at 
that price, subject to the claims which 
were represented in the -receiver’s sale 
a few minutes later. 

When Receiver Seibert put the same 
property up at auction, Judge Dillon 
bid $25,034.23 again in the name of K. B. 
Anderson, and was declared the suc- 
cessful bidder. The certified check de- 
posited was in his own name and the 
identity of K. B. Anderson is at present 
amystery. Why the secrecy in connec- 
tion with the real purchases of the road 
is a question exciting no small amount 
of interest. When asked about him 
both Judge Dillon and Judge Wright 
pleaded ignorance, as did Receiver Sei- 
bert. The most that could be learned 
about him is that “he is a citizen of the 
United States,”” but Judge Dillon, who 
made the purchase, was not able to give 
Anderson’s place of residence when 
Sheriff Holcomb wished to make out his 
sale notice. Judge Dillon says he is 
acting under instructions and knows 
nothing further. - 

From inside sources, however, @ lit- 
tle information was gleaned, although 
nothing could be learned as to who An- 
derson is. He is said to represent, or 
be a member of the recently-organized 
California and Eastern Railway Com- 
pany. This company was recently in- 
corporated in Denver, and is made up 
of Denver and Chicago capitalists, 
while it is claimed the company has 
English capital behind it. 
includes R. W. Woodbury 
who has been identified with the Ne- 
vada Southern for some time. The 
plan of this organization, so far as it 
has taken the public into its confidence, 
is to build a line through to Denver, by 
means of extending the Nevada South- 
ern through Utah.

E. P. Vandercook, owner of a 
suburban electric line, has already se- 
cured a franchise for his line, which is 
to be operated by electricity and is to 
run via Livermore and Corral Hollow 
to Stocktom It will shorten the dis- 
tance between San Francisco and Stock- 
ton by fifteen miles and is to be stand- 
ard-gauge, equipped for freight and 
passenger traffic. Three of the wealth- 
jest men in Oakland, Edson Adams. 
a millionaire; Thomas Prather, presi- 
dent of the Union National Bank. and 
William Henshaw, vice-president of the 
Union Savings Bank have been bonding 
large tracts for depots and for termi- 
nal purposes and have also been bond- 
ing for a right-of-way through Oak- 
land, for another connecting line.

Some time dur- 
ing the silence of Tuesday night the en- 
terprising Spring-street men cut a very 
neat little gate through the fence, so 
neat a gate that its existence is not 
discernible to the casual onlooker, and 
is only discovered after close inspection 
e mises. 
City Clerk Luckenbach heard 
the astounding news that the property 
of the city had been treated in so 
shameless a fashion, he hied him post- 
haste to the scene of the desecration, 
saw with his own eyes that a gate had 
actually been cut in the neatly-painted 
fence, and, without delay informed both 
the saloon men and the confectioner 
that the gate would not “go.” It must 
be locked forthwith. It was locked, and 
the City Clerk then told the Counclimen 
in the building of what had occurred, 
To his surprise they did -not betray 
the indignation which might have been 
expected under the circumstances, 
They even went so far as to say that 
i# a certain dentist on the north side of 
the grounds could be accommodated 
with a passageway through the fence,

7" is well known that the dentist r>- 
ferred to, by agreeing to bear the ex- 
pense of building the curve in the fence 
next his entrance way, succeeded in 
having an exception made in his case. 
The City Clerk swears that six of the 
Councilmen agreed, informally, to this 
proceeding, while the Councilmen ac- 
cuse the City Clerk of favoring the 

dentist and discriminating against the 
Spring-street people. 

It all came out in the special session 
of the City Council yesterday after- 
nooh, when for full thirty minutes the 
Councilmen and clerk hurled insinua- 
tions at each other of treachery, bad 
faith and double-dealing.

“I will do ex- 
actiy what the Council orders me to do 
in the matter,” said the clerk: “I will 
put a fence around the entire grounds, 
I will close up the gate, or I will tear 
down what fences now exist—only make 
and adopt a motion in public session. 
end I will carry it out and be satisfied.” 

The Council- 
men contented themselves with utter- 
ing windy platitudes about “equal 
rights to all and special privileges to 
none.”s The clerk finally announced 
that he would this morning notify the 
Spring-street people to nail up the gate 
and the dentist to desist from using his 
entrance.

THE COURTS. 


First Day’s Testimony in the Roe- 
mer Trial. 
The most attractive show in town 
just now seems to be a murder trial, 
judging from the crowd in attendance 
in Department One yesterday, the first 
day of taking evidence in the trial of 
Frank Roemer for the murder of BR. M. 
Ullery at Downey. Upon motion of the 
prosecution, the witnesses in the trial 
were excluded, and overflowed into the 
hall, but the seats in the courtroom were 
all occupled, many city people being 
present, as well as the large number of 
Downey people who are following the 
case with a great deal of interest. Mrs. 
Ullery, the widow of the murdered man, 
occupied a chair inside the railing, to- 
gether with Ullery’s sister and other rel- 
atives. 
The first witness to be called was Dr. 
J. C. Kendrick, who made the post- 
mortem examination of Ullery’s body. 
He described the fatal wound in the 
abdomen, and the other which pene- 
trated the leg, illustrating by means of 
a chart or “manikia” which showed the 
position of all the vital organs, and 
aided the physician in describing the 
course of the bullet. 
Bert Martin, a plumber and gas-fitter, 
of Compton, then took the stand and 
described the murder as he saw it. He 
was well acquainted with both Roemer 
and Ullery, and was working in Gray's 
hardware store when the shooting took 
place. Martin saw Roemer at about 
7:30 o'clock on the morning of July 15. 
Roemer came into the hardware store 
and asked for a gun. When told that 
there was none in the store he tried to 
borrow a pistol, saying, with an oath, 
that there was a man in town he would 
have to kill before 9 o'clock, or be killed 
himself, 
Martin advised him to be careful, and 
just them was called to answer a tele- 
phone message. When he returned 
Roemer was walking toward the door, 
and, as he passed Martin, he pulled out 
a revolver, saying: “You see I’ve got it,” 
and adding “If I get killed in this racket 
this morning, will you come to my 
funeral?’ Martin thought he was jok- 
ing, and paid but little attention to the 
words. 
Roemer then left the store, and, soon 
after, Ullery lounged in. As he walked 
down the store, Roemer appeared in the 
doorway and called: 
“Oh, Spyde, I want to see you a min- 
ute.” 

Ulery turned and sauntered toward 
the door, with his hands in his pockets, 
As he approached, Roemer said: 

“What kind of a —— — was that 
you were making to me last night?” 
and, almost instantly, pulled a revolver 
and fired three shots, exclaiming -that 
he would blow Ullery’s brains out. Roe- 
mer then walked up.the street, holding 
the revolver in his hand, while Martin 
called for help, and ran to Ullery. 

Mr. Martin underwent a severe cross- 
examination, but his story remained 
unshaken even to the smallest particu- 
lar. 

G. W. McKellar was called, and tes- 
tified to having undressed Ullery after 
his death, and carefully preserved the 
clothes. The clothes were produced, 
and Angel Romeado,a young man about 
the size of Ullery, was sent into the 
reporter’s room to put them on, in or- 
der to show the exact position of the 
bullet holes. 

Tt was a ghastly sight, when the 
young man walked in, clad in the tom 
and bloody garments of the murdered 
man. Mrs. Ullery wept. bitterly 
throughout the trying ordeal of the ex- 
amination, and the spectators were still 
with horror. 

One object of this examination of the 
clething was to show the position of 
Ullery's hands at the time he was shot. 
One witness, who will be called today, 
will state that he stood with his, left 
hand up to -his face, the elbow 
ported in the palm of the right hand, 
the right arm thus being across the 
body. When Romeado stood in this at- 
titude, his arm came just below the 
bullet-hole, the wristband of the shirt 
being torn by the bullet as it had 
passed into Ullery’s body, This fact 
will weigh heavily against the theory 
advanced by the defense, that Ullery 
reached behind him as if to draw a 
pistol. 

James Brookshire, the deputy sheri¥ 
who arrested Roemer, was called, and 
testified to the threats made by l<ve- 
mer, and to his telling Ulery, during 
the row between them the night be- 
fore, that they would meet in the morn- 

ing. 

Leigh Jones testified te having heard 
Roemer say that Ulery had threatened 
to kill him before 9 that morning, and 
that if Ulery _made any six-shooter 
play he would put a hole through his 
breast. Jones tried to dissuade Roemer 
and to get him away, but in vain. 

Mr. Barnett was the next, witness, 
and testified that he has seen Ioemer 
looking for some man, and that he, him- 


self, had gone to Ullery directly after 


he was shot. The next witness was Ed 
Clayton, a lad of 13, who testified to 
having heard Roemer say 
meant to do bloody work right away 
with the pistol he pulled from his belt 
as he apoke. 

The court adjourned at 5 p.m. until 
this morning. 
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THREE WARRING WOMEN. 


Boarding-house Row and Applica- 
tions fer Complaints. 


Deputy District Attorney James has 
been lately overwhelmed with a flood 
of indignant femininity, each branch of 
which wants a complaint issued against 
the other two branches, for battery, dis- 
turbance of the peace, and what not. 

The principal dramatis personae are 
Mrs. E. E. Patterson, owner of a lodg- 
ing-house in this city; Mrs. 8S. F. Lash, 
who has leased the house, and Mrs. 
Emma Holcomb, the divorced wife of 
W. W. Holcomb, who has been one of 
the lodgers. The daughters of the 
three contestants have played the part 
of chorus, and have taken a hand in the 
melee when needed. 

Mrs. Lash leased’ the premises of Mrs. 
Patterson, with the understanding that 
certain improvements were to be put in 
the house. Mrs. Patterson failing to 
make these improvements, Mrs. Lash 
withheld $6 from the first month’s rent, 
and paid nothing at all on the second. 
Mrs. Patterson gave her tenant a three 
days’ notice to leave, and, upon her 
failure to do so, Mrs. Patterson took 
the advice of her attorney, W. W. Hol- 
comb, and essayed herself to eject Mrs. 
Lash and her belongings from the 
house, a somewhat irregular proceed- 
ing, as the law calls for the commence- 
ment of a civil suit for restitution of 
premises upon the expiration of the 
three days’ notice. 

In the mean time, one of Mrs. Lash’s 
lodgers had been Mrs. Holcomb, a 
somewhat advanced female addicted to 
skating around with short skirts and a 
gun, and very independent, not to say 
imperious, in her ways. Mrs. Holcomb 
had taken it upon herself to remon- 
Strate with Mrs. Lash concerning an 
alleged attempt to sell property which 
was only leased by her, and to threaten 
her with the State prison if she should 
persist. Mrs. Lash indicated that it 
might be well if Mrs. Holcomb tried 
minding her own business for a while, 
and high words ensued. 

Mrs. Holcomb, however, proceeded to 
mind Mrs. Lash’s business so very e¢n- 
ergetically that she made a practice of 
meeting possible new lodgers at the 
door and turning them away. Mrs. 
Lash ordered her to leave the house, 
but Mrs. Holcomb had paid her rent 
up to October 19, and proposed to hold 
the fort until that date. 

Affairs were thus strained in the 
house when Mrs. Patterson arrived to 
eject rs. Lash. Mrs. Holcomb, who 
would seem to be in the chronic con- 
dition of “spoiling for a _ fight,” 
promptly turned in and helped to 
hrow Mrs. Lash’s possessions out on 
the veranda. An exciting scene took 
place, in which Miss Lash, Miss “Sid- 
die” Patterson, Mrs. Nellie Showers, 
the twice-divorced daughter of Mrs. 
Holcomb, and a neighboring young 
man, named Johnny, all took a hand. 
Mrs. Holcomb, true to her pugnacious 
tendencies, personally attacked Mrs. 
Lash and tore her dress. , 

Finally the Patterson-Holcomb com- 
bination got possession of the house, 
but the Lash contingency succeeded in 
recapturing one room, in which they 
piled the household possessions that 
were strewn over the porch, and now 
the hostile camps are under one roof. 

After the scrimmage all parties had 
immediate recourse to the law. Mrs. 
Lash applied for a complaint against 
Mrs. Holcomb, and Mrs. Holcomb re- 
turned the compliment by seeking one 
against Mrs. Lash. Mrs. atterson 
also sought a complaint against Mrs. 
Lash, and yesterday Miss Lash de- 
sired one against both Mrs. Patterson 
and Mrs. Holcomb. 

No complaints have as yet been is- 
sued, but all are holding the fort. 
Mrs. Holcomb, because her month is 
not yet up, Mrs. Pattersn, pending a 
suit for ejectment, and Mrs. Lash, 
pending a suit for damages against 
Mrs. Patterson for forcible entry and 
injury to her goods. 


She Got Her Wages. 


S. B. Chamley, the cancer doctor, has 
been treated to a rehash of the suit for 
wages and commission brought against 
him by Mrs. Lena Metcalf, his former 
housekeeper. 

The suit was tried some little time 
ago in Justice Young’s court, but was 
brought yesterday before Judge York 
on appeal. The evidence was cxhaus- 
tively gone over, and created quite as 
much amusement as in the lower court. 
The plaintiff asserted that she had been 
ordered by her employer to tell his 
prospective patients that he had cured 
her mother of a dreadful cancer in the 
breast. This was a large morsel even 
for Mrs. Metcalf to swallow, but she 
did “stuff’’ one patient with the tale. 

The peculiar contract existing be- 
tween the doctor and herself, gave her 
$10 a month, and a commission of 10 
per cent. on every patient she suc- 
ceeded in holding for the doctor, if the 
patient happened to come during his 
absence. If she left him voluntarily, 
she was to forfeit her commission. 

The commissions had rolled up to a 
fat little sum when the doctor made it 
so unpleasant for her that she was 
obliged to leave. She left, but she 
brought suit for her money. Judge 
York awarded her $29. 


Mrs. Knox Sues for Damages. 

Mrs. Julia E. Knox, who was at first 
jointly accused with Mrs. Amelia Platt 
of burning the houSe at Pico Heights, 
is now pressing a suit for $50,000 dam- 
ages against the American Fire Insur- 
ance Company of New York. Cc. A. 
Stewart; the general agent of the com- 
pany at San Francisco; Frank A. Blake, 
the local agent here, and Mrs. Minnie 
Dunham, the complaining witness in 
the Platt case. Mrs. Knox is suing on 
account of alleged false imprisonment.

THE SUPREME COURT. 


GETTING DOWN TO BUSINESS. 
Matters That Were Heard Yester— 
day—Admissions to Bar. 

The Supreme Court convened in bank 
yesterday morning, all the justices be- 
ing present. Just after the opening, 
Chief Justice Beatty announced in the 
matter of the motions for the admis- 
sion of B. Duncan and A. C. Mouser of 
San Diego to practice, that there were 
only two ways in which it could be ef- 
fected. One of them/was by examina- 
tion in open court, and the other was 
by the production of licenses. It might 
seem like a hardship to compel the ap- 
plicants to do it, but he believed it 
would be proper, inasmuch as they had 
lost their certificates, for them to get 
certified copies of such certificates, or 
else for each of them to get a certificate 
from the chief justice of the court 
where he had formerly practiced, show- 
ing that his name was on the roll of 
attorneys, and that he was of good 

character. 

On motion of other attorneys and pre- 
sentation of certificates from other 


J. Rosenthal were admitted to practice. 

In the case of the People vs. Craig 
(under sentence for murder,) George P. 
Phibbs, as attorney for appellant, 
moved that an order be served on the 
Sheriff to produce Craig in court while 
the case was being heard. He said he 
believed it was the appellant’s consti- 
tutional right to be present when his 
case was heard before the appellate 
court. Mr. Phibbs also presented an 
affidavit of Craig, stating that he was 
confined in the County Jail, dnd had de- 
manded of the Sheriff to produce him 
before the Supreme Court when his case 
was heard, but the Sheriff had refused 
to so produce him. 

Deputy Attorney-General Carter, rep- 
resenting the people, opposed the mo- 
tion, saying he believed it would be es- 
tablishing a bad precedent to grant the 
motion. 

Chief Justice Beatty promptly an- 
nounced that the motion would be over- 
ruled, to which overruling Mr. Phibbs. 
excepted. A look of surprise at the ex- 
ception was observable on the faces of 
some of the people in the courtroom, 
and some one was heard to whisper 
that possibly the case would be ap- 
pealed to the United States Supreme 


Court, 
THE CRAIG CASE. 

Later in the day Henry T. Gage, 
Esq., was heard in reference to the 
Craig case. He said he had, to a con- 
siderable extent, been interested in the 
prosecution of the case. He believed 
the defendant had a right to be present 
when his case was heard on appeal. He 
would like to have the court consider 
the question. It was announced that

Next was called the case of Duncan 
vs. Times-Mirror Company. Henry T. 
Gage, Esq., representing the respondent, 
was heard in. behalf of a motion to 
strike out the brief filed by the appel- 
lant (Duncan) in support of his appeal. 
He said the document was of such a 
scurrilous character as not to be worthy 
of consideration, but it was before the 
court and it was in the discretion of 
the court to say whether the brief 
should be considered. 

Turning his attention to the motion 
to dismiss the appeal, Mr. Gage re- 
marked that the transcript which he 
had received had been mislaid, where- 
upon B. Duncan with a good deal of 
emphasis slammed his copy of the 
transcript upon the table in front of 
Mr. Gage. It was argued by Mr. Gage 
that the undertaking accompanying 
the appeal was lacking in certain im- 
portant essentials, which rendered the 
bond practically worthless. He spoke 
briefly but pointed out a number of par- 
ticulars in which he claimed the appeal 
was defective. There was no reference 
in the undertaking to the appeal from 
the order denying the motion for a new 
trial. The appeal from the judgment 
of the lower court, he declared, should 
be dismissed. A number of the points 
raised, although important, were of a 
somewhat technical character. 

B. Duncan appeared in his own bebalf 
as the appellant. His glasses kept 
dropping off frequently, but that did 
not deter him from making a speech of 
considerable verbosity. “This mare's 
nest has not been discovered,” said he, 
indulging in classic expression, “until 
the present titfie at.the opening of 

He admitted that in preparing 
the form of undertaking he had not 


consulted the code, but excused himself

As for his making expressions refiect- 
ing on the court or on the lower court 
in his brief, he denied that there was a 
single word of such expression.

solemnity that neither in thought nor 
in word had he uttered any expression 
in his brief that should not be said by 
a lawyer and a gentleman. Referring 
to some expression on the question of 
his sanity, he of the Evil Eye said his 
sanity had been proved on various oc- 
casions. He had shown that all per- 
sons have some insanity which they do 
not perceive but which others see. 

He endeavored to answer the argu- 
ment that his brief contained matter 
not relevant to the issue by saying that 
he hac inserted a “few” things to liven 
up the case.

Whilc the appellant was thus enter- 
taining the court by learnedly discours- 
ing on the relative merits of bran, su-

The case was submitted and taken 
under advisement, whereupon a recess 
was taken till afternoon. 
AFTERNOON SESSION. 
At the afternoon session, the court, 
which had ‘been sitting in bank during 
the forenoon, was divided into the two 
departments and the examination of 
the candidates for admission to the bar 
was concluded. It’ was afterward an- 
nounced that all but three of the ap- 
plicants had been successful, those who 
had passed successfully being Don C.

A NUMBER OF OPINIONS. 


Decisions on an Architect's Sgrvices 
and Land Contracts. 


Two opinions of the Supreme Court 
were received for filing at the office of 
the clerk of that court yesterday. Al- 
though the Supreme Court is sitting in 
this city, opinions rendered by that 
tribunal continue to come from the 
North, having been prepared before the 
justices came here. 
One of them is in the case of the Pa- 
cific Mutual Life Insurance Company 
(plaintiff and respondent,) vs. John C., 
Fisher et al., (defendants,) and J. W. 
Reid and others (appellants.) The 
judgment in favor of the plaintiff and 
defendants Fisher and the San Diego 
Operahouse Company,asagainstthe ap- 
pellant, Reid, is reversed. The opinion 
is as prepared by Justice Garoutte, and 
concurred in by Justices Harrison, Mc- 
Farland and’ ‘l'emples. Reid’s claim was 
based on his services as architect, and 
he was non-suited in the Superior 
Court, from which non-suit he appealed. 
In the case of A. W. Royal (respond- 
ent,) vs. G. L. Dennison et al., appel- 
lants,) the judgment and order of the 
lower court are reversed, and the cause 
remanded. The case is a rather compli- 
cated one arising over a land contract.

Boats En Route to This Point—Other

SANTA MONICA Oct. 16.—(Regular 
Correspondence.) The foreign ships 
which have already unburdened them- 
selves here are only forerunners of the 
fleets that will soon become familiar 
with the business end of the big wharf.

SAN DIEGO COUNTY. 


| Clee to the Sandrock Murder—Vote 


on Water. . 

SAN DIEGO, Oct. 16.—(Regular Cor- 
respondence.) The offer made by the 
City Council of $1,075,000 for reservoir 
rights and conduits for 1000 inches of 
water, and $500,000 for a city distribut- 
ing system, pleases many people, be- 
cause it will put the matter before the 
voters. There are taxpayers of good 
judgment who object to the burden of 
providing for 1000 inches of water, 
when the present city need is but little 
over 100 inches. The vote of the peo- 
ple, however, will help determine what 
they want, and, in any event, according 
to the opinion of the best lawyers here, 
the water bonds which may be voted 
will probably be questioned in the 
courts, and before they can be regarded 
as entirely valid the Supreme Court will 
have to pass on them. 

A farmer identifies the club used in 
smashing the skull of Mrs. Sandrock, in 
Mission Valicy, as having been in the 
possession of a tramp at Lemon Grove. 
This appears to be the first evidence of 
significance yet published by § the 
authorities. They have spent much ef- 
fort chasing Indians. There seems to

announced. 


CONSTITUTIONAL POINTS. 


The Episcopalian Conference Acts 
on Several Reports. 

(MFGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 

MINNEAPOLIS (Minn.,) Oct. 16.— 
Among the reports presented at the 
opening session of the House of Depu- 
tles of the Episcopalian convention was 
one from the Committee on Nomina- 
tions, naming as trustees of the general 
theological seminary all of the old 
board and proposing Henry Butt as the 
successor of Rev. Dr. Hall, deceased. 

Majority and minority reports of the 
proposition of the bishops to change the 
title-page of the Book of Common 
Prayer, precipitated a warm discussion. 
The bishops desired to insert the 
words “according to the American use” 
rather than insert the whole name of 
the church. The deputies refused to 
concur in the revision. 

The Revision. Committee reported 
finally with canon 35 on marriage and 
divorce. The canon as reported forbids 
any minister to solemnize the marriage 
of any person who has been divorced 
unless that person was the innocent 
party in a divorce granted by the court 
for adultery. If any minister knows or 
believes that any person has married 


otherwise than allowed by the doctrine | 


of the church he may not administer 
communion or baptism to that person 
unless a death be imminent and the 
person be penitent, without the author- 
ity of the bishop. 

After a thorough discussion of the 
proposed system of provinces under an 
archbishop, which is intended to give 
the church a judicial system, the dep- 
uties voted to refer it to the new con- 
stitutional commission. 

The House of Deputies had an inter- 
esting debate regarding church unity 
this afternoon. It came on the consid- 
eration of the report of the Committee 
on Amendments to the Constitution 
proposing an amendment to art. 8, 
allowing bishops to take certain con- 
gregations under their spiritual care 
and permitting these outside congrega~ 
tions to use a special service selected 
by the bishop. This was a step in the 
direction of church unity and it was de- 
bated with great warmth. The com- 
mittee was about evenly divided on the 
subject. Tthe debate will be continued 
tomorrow. 


"Dutch Fred’ Dead. 


TRACY, Oct. 16.—Fred Merone, bet- 
ter-known as “Dutch Fred,” aged 89 
years, was found dead at his chicken 
ranch near here this morning. He had 
been dead about two days, and was 
found lying in a creek. Death was 
caused by ‘heart disease. He has rela- 
tives here, but they refuse to bury him, 
so friends will bury him tomorrow. 
“Dutch Fred” was formerly a well-to- 
do farmer here, but lost everything, 
and died poor. 


An Imformal Cabinet Meeting. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 16—All mem- 
bers of the Cabinet except Secretary 
Morton and Postmaster-General Wilson 
gathered at the Whitehouse at noon to- 
day in answer to summons from the 
President, and the first informal Cabi- 
net meeting for several months was 
held, probably for the purpose of enab-

ical facts pertaining to the occurrence 
of troleum in Southern California, 
and with such statistics and matters of 
detail as make up the record of the pe- 
troleum industry of the State gluring 
1895-96. 

It is to be hoped that all who are 
connected with the petroleum industry 
will cheerfully furnish information and 
assist the work by every means in their 
power. 

There has been much discussion in re- 
gard to the actual value of the local pe- 
troleum as a heat producer. The Stand- 
ard Ol] Company is at present conduct- 
ing investigations for the purpose of 
ascertaining its value in comparison 
with coal. This question being of much 
importance, The Times has obtained 
from Mr. Watts some figures which 
show the results of investigations made 
by him some months ago. 

The figures given below were obtained 
from calorimetric experiments on sam- 

les of oil-from Los Angeles county. 

fe experiments were made by Mr. 
Watts in the laboratory of the State 
Mining Bureau, In February last this 
geritleman gave a lecture in the Cham- 
ber of Commerce on his work in con- 
nection with the oil-bearing. formations 
‘of Southern California. ‘The lecture 
was given before the Southern Califor- 
nia Science Association. In speaking of 
the experiments referred to Mr. Watts 
stated as follows: “In these calorimet- 
ric experiments the same calorimeter 
was employed that was. used in esti- 
mating the fuel value of the Stockton 
natural gas, as described in bulletin No. 
3 of the California State Mining Bu- 
reau, pages 72 to 81, with some modifi- 
cations to insure the complete combus- 
tion of the oil. 


RESULTS OF CALORIMETRIC

It seems that he 
found no great difference in the actual 
calorific value of samples of light and 
heavy oils obtained in Los Angeles 
county when compared gramme for 
gramme. In the lecture referred to, he 
draws the attention of his audience to 
the fact that if farther experiments 
should. prove this to be the case, 
other things being equal, a barrel of 
heavy oil might contain somewhat more 
heat units than a barrel of light oil, 
but that much would depend on the 
amount of foreign matter the oils held 
in sugpension or solution; that, al- 
though the calorific value was the best 
basis for comparing fuels, the full value 
of oil, as compared with that of solid 
fuel, was by no means expressed 
thereby; ‘that the following factors 
must also be taken into consideration; 
with suitable burners the oj! can be 
almost perfectly consumed, while with 
solid fuels there is always great loss 
through imperfect combustion; that the 
use of oil effects an immense saving 
in labor and wear and tear, and that 
an oi) fire can be easily kindled and 
regulated or extinguished. An average 
of the samples of oil tested shows that 
the heat units produced by the com. 
bustion of one kilogramme of ofl was 
10,215 kilogramme heat units. 

he combustion of one kilogramme of 
a good sample of Wellington coal may 
be taken at 7000 kilogramme heat units. 
Theoretically, therefore,..1370 pounds 
of oil of say 15 deg. B., have a fuel 
value equal to that of 2000 pounds of 
Wellington coal. 

Those who have used oil as fuel on 
a large scale in Los Angeles, state that 
three barrels of oil (say 1013 pounds,) 


equal to. 2000 pounds of coal. 


The discrepancy. between the fuel 
value as shown by calorimetric experi- 
ment, and the practical working in a 
furnace is due to the loss of heat which 
is incidental to the use of solid fuel. 
and perhaps the fuel value of the coal 
used for comparison in Los Angeles 
may have been than that of the sample 
of Wellington coal mentioned. As the 
evaporative power of fuel is frequently 
taken as the index of its value, it is 
well to bear in mind that it takes prac- 
tically 637 kilogramme heat units to con- 
vert one kilogramme of water intosteam, 
the initital temperature of the water 
being 0 deg. centigrade. In doing this. 
100 kilogramme heat units are required 
to raise the water from 0 deg. to 100 
deg. centigrade (boiling point.) and 557 
kilogramme heat units are taken up by 
every kilogramme of water which is con- 
verted into steam. Thus taking the

MAGUIRE’S FUNERAL, 


THE DEAD POLICEMAN. 


Obsequiecs Condacted by the Masonic 
Fraternity—The Body to be Cre- 
mated at Rosedale Cemetery— 
Gossip About the Tragedy. 


The mortat fémains of Police Officer 
Maguire were.conVeyed to Rose- 
dale Cemetery” yesterday afternoon, 
where the body will be reduced to ashes 
as soon-as thé furnace of the crematory 
can be heated to a temperature suffi- 
cient to incinerate the ‘corpse, which 
will be about tomorrow/morning. 

The obsequies over the dead police- 
man were under the auspices of the 
sonic fraternity, of which Mr.-Maguire 
was a faithful member. He had taken 
a number of the degreés and was both 
a Knight Templar and a Mystic Shriner. 
Immediatély after the Coroner’s in- 
quest the body was removed from Kre- 
gelo & Bresee’s undertaking rooms to 
Orr & Patterson's, wheré it was em- 
balmed and then removed to Masonic 
Hall, No. 125% South Spring street, 
where it lay in state until the funeral, 
which commenced at 1:30 o’clock yes- 
terday afternoon. 

The Masonic rites for the dead were 
conducted by Gen. C. F. A. Last, wor- 
shipful master of the lodge to which 
Mr. Maguire belonged. At 2. o'clock, 
Chief of Police Glass, members of the 
Police Commission, Capt. Roberts, the 
police sergeants and as many of the 
members of the force as could be spared 
from duty marched in a body from the 
police station to Masonic Hall. The 
colors of the department were borne by 
Officer Hill at the head of the squad of 
policemen who went forth to show their 
respect for their departed comrade. All 
the officers were in dress uniform and 
made a very fine appearance. 

After the remains were viewed by 
the fellow officers of the deceased, and 
his brothers of the Masonic and Odd 
Fellows fraternities, as well as a host 
of friends who had come to pay their 
last tribute of respect, the casket con- 
taining the body was placed in a hearse 
and a procession formed to march to 
Rosedale Cemetery. The brother offi- 
cers, Masons, Odd Fellows and friends 
of the dead man marched behind the 
hearse down Spring street to Fifth, 
thence to Broadway, where they en- 
tered carriages and drove after the 
hearse to the cemetery. 

The pall-bearers were a delegation of 
Odd Fellows, of which fraternity Mr. 
Maguire was also a member. They 
were: Messrs. H. Fenton, A. T. McInnis, 
E. D. Gibson, D. Gotthelf, Charles Hall, 
and F. Vanilew. 

At the cemetery the escort of Masons 
surrounded the casket, the police lined 
up outside of these, and other friends 
and spectators filled the space in the 
rear. Worshipful Master Last then 
performed the last solemn rites for the 
dead, after which the casket was placed 
into the receiving vault to await cre- 
mation, 

MURDER OR SUICIDE? 


Gossip about the tragedy was still 
rife yesterday, and numerous were the 
theories advanced as to its probable 
cause. Most of the talk, however, was 
old straw threshed over. ‘The verdict 
of the coroner's jury that it was suicide 
is generally accepted, although there 
are not a few persons who still pro- 
fess to believe that Maguire wags mur- 
dered. This theory, however, is contro- 
verted in the opinion of those who think 
differently, by the fact that the powder- 
marks around the wound which caused 
the victim's death show conclusively 
that the pistol was pressed against his 
temple, and they argue that it is im- 
probable that an assassin or a man with 
whom Maguire was fighting a duel 
could have got close enough to him to 
produce such a wound. Besides, if he 
had been murdered and afterward 
thrown into the lake, some _ traces of 
blood would undoubtedly have been 
found on the shore, say those who scout 
the murder theory. 


WHAT BECAME OF THE MONEY. 


In regard to the disposition made by 
Maguire of the money he had Saturday 
evening, it was ascertained definitely 
yesterday that he bought a $25 draft, 
payable to Bella Lewis, New’ York, at 
the Security Savings Bank on Main 
street, about Saturday evening. The 
bank is kept open Saturday evenings to 
receive deposits. Maguire came in and 
asked as a special favor that a draft 
be made out for him. He was accom- 
modated, and while the clerk was fixing 
it up, Maguire wrote a letter to agcom- 
pany it. He appeared to be a litfle the 
worse for liquor, and his hands trem- 
bled so that the clerk put the draft in 
the letter for him. He then went out 
and posted it at a letter box near by. 

This accounts for $25 of the money 
Maguire had. Capt. J. B. Neville says 
he saw him display a roll of bills at 
the Los Angeles Athletic Club at a later 
hour, between 10 and 11 0’clock...What 
he did with these is not known. unless 
he wrote a second’ letter to Miss Lewis 
and inclosed the bills. 

S. Conradi, the jeweler, who was a 
staunch - friend of Maguire, is one of 
those who thinks he met with foul 
play. Mr. Conradi says the inevrance 
policy in the Knights and Ladies of 
Honor, which Maguire bequeathed to 
Miss Lewis, is not in Texas, but in the 
keeping of his Masonic lodge here. It 
is for $2000, and is payable to his sis- 
ter, Miss Catherine Maguire of Ireland. 
Miss Lewis can, therefore, not benefit
